IN AUTO ACCIDENT 
Prominent Local Politician 
Meets Death Early This 
Morning Near Half 
| Day. 


CAR SKIDS; THROWN OUT. 


Machine Overturns in Ditch Pin- 
ing Him Underneath; Other 
Occupants Slightly 

‘Hurt. 


James Reddick, chairman of the repub- 
Hean county committee and one of the fore- 
most politicians in the city, was killed short- 
ly after 1 o’clock this morning in an auto- 
mobile accident at Half Day, a village on 
the oli Milwaukee highway, half way be- 
tween Whee.ing and Libertyville, and about 
twenty-eight miles from Chiago. 

Mr. Recddick had been in Lake county 
with his wife and a party of four intimate 
friends throughout the afternoon and even- 
ing. Late at night they started back toward 
the city from Libertyville. In the party, 
besides Mr. and Mrs. Reddick, were Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Taylor, who reside with them, 
and Mr. and Mrs. William, Wells, old 
time neighbors. The car belongs 
to Mr. Wells, and it is understood he was 
driving it. 


Machine Becomes Unmanageable. 

At Half Day, where is located a hotel, and 
little besides, the automobile suddenly be- 
came unmanageable and skidded across the 
read, which throughout its length in that re- 
gion, is considered excellent. 

Mr. Reddick was hurled headforemost 
from the car into a ditch. The car over- 
turned, pinning him underneath. His neck 
was broken. 

His bady was carried into Hartman’s ho- 
tel and there the sorrowing party awaited 
the arrival of friende from Chicago. 

Others Only Slightly Hurt. 

Other members Sf "the party were ttirown 
wide of the machine and escaped with slight 
injuries, Mr. Taylor being the most §seri- 
ously injueed, 

Mr. Taylor immediately telephoned to the 
city to notify Mr. Reddick’s friends and like- 
wise to summon aid. He notified State Treas- 
urer John F. Smulski who prepared to go at 
once with automobile to Half Day. 

Mayor Bugse, who haa been € close political 
and personal friend of Mr, Reddicks, was also 
notified. . 

Mr. Reddick has been holding the office of 
Public Administrator with quarters in the 
First National Bank Building. He resided 
at 1676 Humboldt Boulevard. 


Was Native Chicagoan. 

James Reddick was a native Chicagoan 
He was born on the west side nearly 44 years 
ago, but during the past twenty years he 
has resided in the northwest puarter of the 
city. 

He wae educated in the city schools and at 
an early age became connected with the firm 
of Murray and Company. As an instance of 
his industry and frugality, he bought and 
paid for out of his own earnings before he 
was twenty-one years old the house im which 
he lived until:a short time ago. 


All Parties Elected Him. 

In the sprin og 1892 he was persuaded by 
his neighbors to stand as a candidate for 
election to the city council from the Fit- 
teenth ward. On account of his general pop- 
ularity the people rallied to his support, re- 
gardiese of party affiliations, and he was 
elected. His aldermanic term extended over 
the period of the world’s fair, during which 
time he served with distinction on many im- 
portant committees. 

Mr. Reddick always took a deep interest 
in the poor and distressed residents of the 
city and had been connected with many 
movements looking to an amelioration of 
their conditions. 

Fought Unwise Legislation. 

In the city council Mr. Reddick could al- 
ways be found trying to defeat objectionable 
legislation. Many noteworthy examples of 


his efforts in this direction being found in }- 


the council records. 

In October 1802 he introduced in the coun- 
cil a resolution providing for an appropria- 
tion to be expended in the erection of a Boys’ 
Manual Training School on the Bridewell 
grounds, and this building stands there today 
as a monument to his untiring efforts in be- 
half of juvenile offenders. 

He also had passed an ordinance which 
provided for a radical change in the unsani- 
tary and otherwise distressing conditions 
surrounding child labor, and actively sup- 
ported many measures of a philanthropic 
nature. 

Becomes Probate Clerk. 

In November 1808 Mr. Reddick was elebted 
clerk of the probate court. Under his admin- 
istration many needed reforms and improve- 
ments were introduced, later he became pub- 
lic administrator. } 

In politics he was a republican and for 
several years was a member of the Coook 
County Exeocutivé Committees. . Before 
hia election to the office of Probate Clerk he 
was Secretary of the County Central Com- 
mitee of that party, and in 1004 he wae ap- 
pointed chairman of the Cook County re- ‘ 
republican committee. 

Helped Deneen in Race. 

Mr. Reddick served as chairman of Gov. 
Deneen’s mafiaging committee during the 
campaign of 1908-4, and carried the north-

Seventh Brooklyn Bank Closes. 


Apart from the action taken by the cleare 
ing house today's development in the finan- 
clal situation in New York have been: 

The suspension of another Brooklyn bank, 
the seventh to close ita doors in the borough 
since the trouble started. ae 

Runs on the Mechanics and Traders’ bank 
and several other smalier institutions not 
previously affected. 

Diminishing runs on the Trust Company 
Alnerica and the Lincoln Trust company, 
which have been under a strain all week.

The engagement of $5,000,000 gold for 
import by the National City bank. | 

At the close of the day the general feeling 
among bankers and financiers was one of 
calmness and increasing confidence in the 
abjlity of the city’s financial institutions te 
face the coming week serenely. Reassur+ 
ing and optimistic statements to this effect 
were issued by Secretary Cortelyou, J. Piers 
pont Morgan, James Stillman, and Superin- 
tendent of Banks Williams. 


Morgan Interests Oppose Action. 

The action of the, Clearing House associa- 
tion was taken, it is said, in the face of the 
opposition of J. Pierpont Morgan, James 
Stiliman, and other leading bankers. 

Announcement of the action of the Clearing 
House association was delayed until after the 
banks closed at noon, and every effort was 
made to keep the news of the contemplated 
action from leaking out ahead of time. 

The meeting of the Clearing House associa- 
tion was preceded by a meeting of the clear- 
ing house committee, which lasted nearly twe 
hours. J. Pierpont Morgan did not attend, 
but was represented by George W. Perkins. 

It is understood that while Mr. Perkins did 
not personally talk against the issuance of 
clearing house certificates bankers known to 
represent Morgan interests counseled against 
the move on the ground that ‘t would tend to 
impair the credit of the country and create 
the impression that conditions in New York 
are worse than they really are. 


Issue Certificates at Once. | 

The issuance of certificates will begin im-— 
mediately. Debit balances showing today 
will be cleared by certificates on Monday. 
The distribution of certificates will be con- 
trolled by the loan committee of the clearing 
house. It is understood that the unanimous 
action of the Clearing House association was 
taken only after Mr. Morgan had been shown 
that a majority of the members were in favor 
of issuing certificates. Then bis represente- 
tives sald they would withdrew their opposi- 
tion for the sake of harmony. 

The meeting passed a resolution of thanks 
to Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou and 
Mr. Morgan. As the bankers jeft the clearing 
house they asserted that the certificate plan 
will go far toward the restoration of com- 
plete confidence. The fact that all the banks 
remaining open safely weathered the day 
and that the apprehension of the public was 
shown to be diminishing by the sore down

Thesteptaken 
to offset thie danger was the presentation of 
a resolution by the clearing house committee ) 
te the meeting of the association, to the 
effect that trust companies should be ad- 
mitted to the,clearing house. It was pro- 
vided that this resolution might be ceneid- 
ered at a meeting ofthe association to be’ 
held ‘hereafter. . hee ee 
Thus far there have been no applications by - 
the trust companies for admission to the 
clearing house and the exact conditions on 
which they might be admitted have not been > 
fixed. The requirement made from banks ad- 
mitted to the cléaring house is that they 
shall keep in their own vaults a reserve of 5 
per cent of-their deposits.- This is-a larger 


reserve than most of the trust companies j, 


have carried since the requirements of the . 

law of. 1906 did not go beyond 10 per cent in ©

‘Plans for Issuing Certificates.» | 

While the: action taken today is not imme- | 
@jately effective—so far as it relates to trust 
‘companies—it' shows a willingness of the | 
‘elearing house banks to cobperate with the 
trust companies, which greatly relieves the 
situation and removes the danger which some 
have feared—that each individual trust com- 
pany would be left to shift for itself while 
‘the associated banks in the clearing house 
stood firmly together. It is felt by conserva- 
tive bankers that under present conditions it 
Wwilknot be prudent to pursue a narrow policy 
and it is necessary to bring the important 
trust companies into full fellowship with 
the clearing house it will be.done. 

The clearing house certificates authorized 
today will be issued in substantially the same 
form as those authorized from 1860 down to 
1893. Banks desiring to obtain the certifi- 
cates will be required to present their appli- 
cations to a loan committee which will con- 
sist of the regular clearing house committee, 
With the addition of five other bank officers) 
whd are experts in the judgment of credits 
and in deaiing with banking matters.

Police Drive Crowd Away. 


Mr.» Dimse waved the depositor away. At 
this moment the detail of police arrived and 
the bluecoats began driving. the angry crowd 
out. Two persons resisted and were prompt- 
ly arrested. 

It. was fully twenty minutes before order 
was resipred. A great crowd blocked -the 
street and watched the work of driving the 
-depositors away. President Dimse personal- 
ly closed the big doors and then said to a re- 


er: 
“ This bank is solvent, but we cannot pay 
any more today. We are allowed to close at 
12 o'clock and took advantage of that provi- 
sion. There is\no need for any such a dis- 
turbance as this.”’

Whether John D. Rockefeller figures on the 

list of those to whom the president feels 

grateful is not known. It may be said, how- 


feller participated as extensively as Mr. 
Morgan and others, the president will net 
withhold from him the same commendation 
that he has given to them. The press dis- 
patches have indicated that the oil-king Co- 


| operated as unselfishly with Mr. Cortelyou 
as the other financiers, and in the absence |} 


of official reports to the contrary, they have 
been accepted as correct. | 

The president will not particularize, and 
if Mr. Rockefeller has been as prominent in 
relieving the situation as the other men 
named, he will have to be content with the 
consciousness that he committed an act of 
philanthropy which thus far overshadows 
anything he has ever done. 

The president's advices show that the clear- 
ing house committee of New York has borne 
the greater part of the operations, and that 
Mr. Cortelyou has acted in entire harmony 
with them. It is believed by the president 
that with such satisfactory cotperation be- 
tween the government and the: responsible 
financiers, the crisis has been safely passed 
and he is looking forward te the coming 
week without misgiving. _ 

The reporte the president has received from 
all parts of the country establish that there 
ia a condition of prosperity which does not 
Warrant any apprehension. The crops are 
in excellent shape, manufacturing concerns 
are filled up with orders, the railroads have 
more business than they can attend to, and 
anticipate congestion in consequence during 
the coming winter; the output of mines, 
coal, copper, silver, etc., has exceeded any- 
thing inits line in past years: 


Sees No Cause for Alarm. 
Consequently Mr. Roosevelt is satisfied 
there is no reason for alarm, and he hopes 
that all the people will be content to let their 
money remain in banks and inyestments, ge- 
cure in the knowledge that it is gafer thay it 
would be if at home, where it would offer 
temptations to thieves, 
ohThe assistance ine financiers have rendered 
‘in the crisis will not deter the president from 
pursuing his campaign for purification of 
business methods. As the president says in 
his letter: 3 
_ ““No-one who considers calmly can ques- 
tion that the ne conditions which 
make. up.our financial and industrial well 
being are essentially sound and honest.” 

In ‘his annual message he proposes to reiter- 
ate this belief. Time and time again he has 
said that the bulk of our business is honestly 
done. He has declared in his speeches that 
it-is all essential that the people should not 
lose their heads and get drawn into an indis- 
criminate raid upon all corporations and all 
people of wealth, whether they do well or ill. 


No Good in Wild Reaction. 

“Out of any such wild movement,” he has 
stated, *‘good cannot come and never has 
come. On the contrary, the surest way to 
invite reaction is to follow the lead of either 
demagogue or visionary in an assault upon 
property values and upon public confidence, 
which works incaloulable damage in the busi- 
ness world and would produce such distrust 
of the agitators that in the revulsion the dis- 
trust would extend to honest men who, in 
sincere and sane fashion, are trying to rem- 
edy the evils.’ 

In the forthcoming message President 
Roosevelt proposes to reiterate his views for 
greater governmental supervision over rali- 
roads and corporations, and will not be satis- 
fied to accept the half way measure of a pre- 
liminary investigation, suggested by the rea- 
olution adopted by the National Civic Feder- 
ation at Chicago. The president approves of 
some of the recommendations contained in 
the resolution, notably those authorizing 
rate agreements between railroads subject 
to approval by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and amendment of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

He believes, however,:in a national incor- 
poration act; and he wants action as prompt- 
ly as possible in order to avoid further agita- 
tion which would be consequent upon long 
discussion through investigation by the com- 
mission and consideration by congress of 
the conclusions of such a body. The matter 
has been carefully thought out by the ablest 
men in congréss, and he feels that the execu- 
tive and legislative branches, codperating, 
should devise a scheme which would give 
the most satisfactory results to the country.

Oct. 26—The Pittsburg 
Clearing House association at a prolonged , 
meeting today decided to igsue clearing house , 
certificates if such a contingency ts° con- 
sidered necessary. This action was taken | 
following the decision of the New York clear- 


ing hotles to issue certificates: * Tae 

Chairman Andrew Long Of the clearing 
house committee stated that the situation has 
been thoroughly canvassed and that affairs 
are well in hand, with no signs of weakness 
anywhere. Certificates will not be issued 
until applied for by the banks and will, of 
course, circulate only as a medium of ex- 
change among the banks. In the opinion of 
a number of bankers it will not be necessary 
to issue thege certificates unless the New 
York situation should become more acite. 

Perhaps the strongest argument in favor of 
the stability of the banks and confirming the 
statement that there is no reason.for alarm 
in Pittsburg is the fact that the great pay 
rolis of the various industrial establishments 
in this vicinity. were met in full today with- 
out any bank which fyrnished money for 
that purpose drawing on its reserve fund. 
Members of the clearing house committee 
were Well satisfied with the conditions today 
and expressed themselves confidem that 
there is no longer any danger. 


Extend Westinghouse Credit. 


Receivers for the Westinghouse Machine 
company igsued a statement today assuring 
creditors the concern is solvent and there is 
no need for apprehension. 

Details of the plan to finance the personal 
obligations of George Westinghouse became 
known today when it was said that three 
trustees had’ been appointed for the securities 
Which Mr. Westinghouse will turn over to 
secure the payment of loane aggregating 
$8,000,000. Of this amount $2,500,000 is due 
Pittsburg banks, $3,000,000 to New York 
banks, and $2,500,000 to banks in the New 
England states. 

Members of the syndicate met today with 
Mr. Westinghouse and signed the agreement 
by which an extension of three years will be 
given him.. A representative of the syndicate 
will go to New-York and. Boston to obtain 
the consent of the bankers interested in the 
plan. 

Certificates for St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—The St. 
Louis clearing house tonight decided by a 
unanimous vote to issue clearing house cer- 
tificates in order to protect St. Louis interests 
against the existing stringency in the east. 
This city has not been affected by conditions 
obtaining for several days and it is not be- 
lieved that it will be affected.

* Confidence in American corporations has 
been shaken, both here and abroad,” said 
the senator. “Investors are alarmed and 
improvements absolutely necessary to the 
transportation of the country are held up. 
We should have a conference devoted ex- 
clusively to the transportation question and 
composed of men expert in the financing, 
operation, and controlof transportation, in- 
cluding the governors of states and mem- 
bers of public service commissions. After 
full debate and deliberation the country will 
be astonished to find how few the points 
of difference are between the transporta- 
tion managers and the public, 


System Easy to Devise. 

“A system of transportation could be easily 
devised which would enlist the best powers 
of the national government without in- 
fringing upon the powers of the states—one 
which would protect the railway investors, 
the railway employés, the shippers, and the 
public in their respective rights, and the 
states in all their legitimate powers. 

** Combination is a part of the economic 
development of transportation. A perfect 
transportation system involves, so far as pos- 
sible, one control from shipper to consignee, 
and this can only be accomplished by great 
transportation kings operating regardless of 
state or national boundaries. The thing com- 
plained of is not combination, but the meth- 
ods of combination, unrestrained by adequate 
laws and fruitful of overcapitaiization, 
frauds on stockholders, and imposition on 
shippers. 


Question Not a Political One. 

The question is not one of partisan poll- 
tics. As a democrat I believe in local self-

Any 
afternoon they may be seen displaying jewels 
with a lavishness that is not criticised here, | 
perhaps because it is in keeping with the 
oriental country. 

In more peaceful times, occasional bands of 
tourists have made prosperity for the keep- 
ers of the bazaars and for ‘‘ the man from 
Timbuctoo,”’ an eccentric aborigine who has 
made Tangier his habitat after wandering 
all over North Africa.

America’s Absorption Fast. , 

“In his opinion, America absorbs Jews 
into her citizenship more rapidly than they 
are absorbed into the citizenship of aky 
other country to'which they emigrate. Amer- 
ica, therefore, does more to counteract the 
efforts of the Jewish territorial organization 
than any other country. | 

“Mr, Zangwill says he finds it takes on! 
a comparatively short time for. the Jew’ 
to lose most of his racial characteristics once 
he gets to America. The same sort of thing 
takes place in England, but not to so pro- 
nounced a degree, nor to the same effect. 

“ But with all this said, I must add that 
Mr. Zangwill feels that as matters now 
stand with his race, America is a better 
home for the Jew than most countries. 


Hardships Prove Worth. 


“ Speaking of the hard lot of the Russian 
Jews, Mr. Zangwill pointed out that his was. 
a people that always did its best when it had 
to fight against gréat difficulties. This char- 
acteristic of the Jew reminded him of the 
ancient fable of the contest between the sun 
and wind, as to which should strip the trav- 
eler of his coat.”’ 

On the question of Irish emigration to 
America Mr. Wheeler had an interview with 
the earl of Meath, who took the view that no 
efforts should be mdde to stem the flow of 
the Irish people to the United States, be- 
cause they were better able to judge for 
themselves than anybody else would be the 
advantages and disadvantages involved in 
the emigration. 


Cure for Immigration Evils. 

Mr. Wheeler also visited Russia, Scandt- 
naviea, Austria, and Hungary. Speaking in 
a general way concerning his investigation, 
he said: | 

“I find that the success of the American 
scheme of absorbing thousa of foreigners 
every year depends on careful attention to 
individual cases, and that no broad rule can 
be laid down as to which are desirable {m- 
migrants. In'my. travels I found no class of 
people that would not make good American 
citizens;. but many individuals of those 
classes would not be desirable. 

“I believe the real problem for: us will 
be the distribution of our immigrants. Our 
commission will hold several meetings within 
the next few weeks at which we shall com- 
pare notes on our investigation abroad and 
prepare our report.”

The latest reports are that 
there are 600 dead and over 1,000 injured. 
The soldiers are making attempts to connect, 
by means of the fleld telegraph, Ferruzzano 
with Brancajeone, where headquarters have 
been established, but the work is proceeding 
slowly owing to bad weather. .

Two Sets of Wheels Provided for Use 
on Journey; Dogs Not Needed.

LONDON, Oct. 26—Lieut. Shackleton’s 
preparations for a motor trip to the south 
pole are-completed. He goes under the 
auspices of the British Antarctic expedition. 

The motor is made of specially prepared 
esteel to resist exposure to the cold. It has 
two sets of wheels, one of ordinary pattern, 
the other of wood. The front pair of the 
latter are to travel over the snow on wooden 
runners shaped like skis. The driving wheels 
are pitted steel blocks, into which steel spikes 
can be inserted when stretches of ice and 
free snow are encountered. | 

A box placed on the side of the car hasa 
pipe warmed from the exhaust gases to melt 
snow for cooking and drinking purposes. 
Foot warmers are heated jn the same way. 

The car will run only twenty-five miles 
daily, and will carry petrol for 300 miles, Dogs 
are unnecessary, and dispensing with their 
provender gives plenty of room for stores. 
The motor has two seats, and is protected 
only by a gaberdine and wind screén.

NO HOPE FOR WOMEN IN UNIONS. 


Manchester Gathering Decides They 
Are Too Poor—See Only Salvation j 
in State Intervention. ;

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Hundreds of women of 
various types and grades of society assem- 
bled at Manchester to promote a national 
union of wemen workers, to discuss plans 
for the betterment of women’s position, to 
protest against the small wages paid them 
in proportion to men’s, the woman's maxi- 
mum being the man’s minimum, decided the 
unskilled woman worker couldn't organize 
because too poor to accumulate funds; there- 
fore that trade unionism holds out no hope. 

Nething could be expected of the individual 
employer. State intervention was the only 
salvation. It was argued that working 
women should be persuaded to remain single 
till 25, thereby lessening families and giving 
her time for proper development.

WORK ON BIG STORE HALTED 


Former Field Associate Says It Is to 


Obtain Permits Needed.

[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. ] 

‘LONDON, Oct. 26.—Rumors are persistent 
here that a rupture has occurred between H. 
‘Gordon Selfridge, former partner of Marshall 
Field in Chicago, and the Warings, his Eng- 
lish associates. . 

When Selfridge started the erection of his 
big store bullding here it waz expected to be 
thrown open for business on Oct. 1. Con- 
tracts were made with 4 layge staff of buy- 
ers—the pick of the London’stores—to whom 
unprecedented salaries were paid. Recently 
the announcement was made that the open- 
ing date had changed to March 1, 1908, but 
now all work on the building is at a standstill. 

Mr. Selfridge, when interviewed today by 
a representative of THs TRIBUNE, said: 

“T am perfectly satisfied with the way 
things are going at Warings. I am still a 
stockholder and director. I have released no 
buyers. Two of them are in the United 
States, jearning American methods. One is 
in Scotiand, and the rest are soattered over 
the country. 

“ Work on our buildirig is held up for the 
reason that we have been unable to get cer- 
tain permits from the trustees of two es- 
tates, on one of which the building is being 
erected. These permits must be obtained 
before we can proceed. We expect to get 
them next week, and then to resume work 
immediately. 

“We hope to open the store just a year 
hence.” 


KING EDWARD’S LIFE SOUGHT 
BY AN OLD JAMESON RAIDER? 


Newmarket Police Arrest Man Suspected 
of Having Designs of Monarch or 
Prince of Wales. 


NEWMARKET, England, Oct. 26.—The po- 
lice here today arrested a4 man suspected of 
having designs on the life of King Edward 
or the prince of Wales. 

!The prisoner, who was a member of the 
Bechuanaland (South Africa) police, named 
J. H. Pearse, was found wandering in Chip- 
penham park, where the king had been shoot- 
ing this week and in which the prince is going 
to shoot on Monday. Pearse, when taken into 
custody, said he intended to ‘* shoot the boss 
who was shooting here.”’ 

After a preliminary examination in the po- 
lice court he was remanded for further in- 
quiries regarding his past life. It appears 
that he participated in the Jameson raid into 
the Transvaal and is laboring under the im- 
pression that he has a grievance against King 
Edward. His majesty left Newmarket yes- 
terday and returned to London. 


FRENCH SPY CONFESSES ALL. 


UlUmo Says Debt Drove Him to Steal 
Naval Secrets—Berton Denies 
Charge of Treason. 


PARIS, Oct. 26.—Ensign Charles B. Ullmo 

of the French navy, who was arrested at 
Toulon on Oct. 24 om the charge of being 
a spy and who confessed to having abstract- 
ed a secret naval signal book and the naval 
cipher code, and Berton, the army reserve 
officer, who was arrested yesterday at Ven- 
dome, charged with negotiating with an agent 
of a foreign power for the sale of military 
secrets, were brought to Paris today and 
arraigned before an examining magistrate.

To Work in Every Precinct. 

“ Through this and similar clubs I want to 
interest from 100 to 150 persons of each party 
in every precinct in every ward in an active 
campaign. 

“We must arrange to have the state or 
gome municipal corporation take over the 
management of the $3,000,000 to $6,000,000 
worth of water power that will be generated 
yearly between Joliet and La Salle, for, if we 
don’t, the federal government will grant the 


right to some private corporation to exploit’ 


that power in perpetuity in Pre for the 
construction of the canal. 

“Then we must reach every voter in the 
state and persuade him to vote and vote 
favorably on the $20,000,000 bond issue au- 
thorized by the legislature last week.

INDUSTRIAL LAWS 


Croydon Marks Explains Re- 
cent Legislation by Par- 
liament in London. 


LABOR MEN ARE PLEASED; 


Says Organized Workers in Eng- 
gland Oppose the Socialistic 
Movement. 


—— 


* We have a little socialism in Engiand, but 
the trades unions are nst the move- 
ment.’’ This declaration was made yester- 
day by G. Croydon Marks, member of the 
British house of commons, in an address be- 
fore the City club on “ The Trend of Indus- 
trial Legislation in England.” 

In his audience were several representa- 
tives of the labor organizations of Chicago, 
who at the close of his address asked some 
specific questions relative to the ‘“ work- 


men’s compensation act” and the “trades. 


Gisputes act," which recently were passed by 
the British parliament. 

Under the workmen’s compensation act an 
employer is responsible for the health and 
well-being of his employés. If an employé 
becomes sick because of any neglect on the’ 
part of the employer to take proper precau- 
tions to guard against such risks the respon- 
sibility rests with the employer, and after 
the fact is established by reputable physi- 
clans the employé will be paid one-half of 
his regular wage under ordinary conditions, 


but not jess than $5 a week. 


Disability and Death Payments. 

In the case of permanent disability the 
compensation continues during the man’s 
life. In the cage of death those who were 
dependent on ‘he workman receive &@ fum 
equivalent to three yeare’ pay, with a mini- 
mum of $750. In the case of a boy becoming 
permanently disabled the minimum pay is 
$2.50 per week, but this may be increased as 
the boy grows older. 

The passage of the act has caused a num- 
ber of insurance companies to spring up 
which for a certain sum assume the em- 
ployer’s liability. The law is intended for 
wage earners only, 
wards of $1,250 a year must look out for. 
themselves. The small employer may es- 
cape the consequences of the act by going 
into bankruptcy, but then he is under certain 
restrictions which make the condition orer- 
ous. This, the speaker declared, will be 
remedied with an amendment.

Labor Agitation Quieted.

The statement was 
made at the conclusion of a long conference 
between Secretary Root and “Ambassador 
Aoki of Japan at the state department today. 

Secretary -Root was particularly desirous

Clark street has answered the challenge of 
Dearborn and Madison streets. Ata prelimi- 
nary meeting of the property owners on that 
thoroughfare held yesterday afternoon in the 
Kaiserhof hotel, a premanent organization 
was effected for the improvement of the 
street.

Mr. Ennis asked for an expression of opin- 
ion on the subject of improved lighting ar- 
rangement. 

**T have been in. favor of this improvement 
for a long time,’’ said Thomas H. Murray. 
*T am ready to go to work and not only 
help in the building I occupy, but go out and 
get others to see the ‘ light.’ " 


Quarter of Frontage Enrolled. 

Others said they were ready for the im- 
provement. In the room were owners repre- 
senting more than a quarter of the frontage 
on Clark street between Van Buren and Leka 
streets. All present agreed to support the 
proposition. 

“ With this beginning there ought not to be 
much trouble in store for the committee that 
will seek to secure the total frontage,” said 
Mr. Ennis. 

It was decided that a committee should be 
appointed to meet with the committee on 
light from the organizations on Dearborn and 
Madison streets. Mr. Murray, Mr. Teich, 
J. G. Redmond, M. A. Singer, and Mr. Ennis 
were made the members of this committee.

: Many Tried and Railed. 

Numerous expeditions ar oo ey 
one led by Capt.. Amundsen an 
failed, either being balked by solid. walls 
of ice or perishing in their attempt to solve 
the problem. The one expedition which at- 
tracted the greatest attention of its time 
was the one undertaken by Sir John Frank- 
lin in 1846, with two English vessels, Erebus 
and Terror. 

With 128 followers he disappeared com- 
pletely and no less than thirty-nine expe- 
ditions were fitted out to ascertain his fate. 
Some started from England and others from 
the United States, some from the Atlantic 
side and some from the Bering strait. The 
last one of them, which was commanded by 
McClintock, was sent out by Sir John’s wife. 
McClintock's expedition ascertained that the 
entire. expedition led by Sir John Franklin

No vestige of the ships was ever discov- 
ered before the advént of Capt. Amundsen 
in the arctics.

Capt. Amundsen is extremely modest about 
his achievements. He looks upon the mak-

During the two years spent in observation 
work every movement of the vertical and 
horizontal needles was protographed upon a 
film several thousand feet long. When fig- 
ured out these observations will show the 
mathematical locations, as well as the sta- 
bility of the magnetic pole, which up to this 
time always has been a mystery to naviga- 
tors. 

The Amundsen expedition landed in San 
Francisco late In October, 1906, and the 
sloop, Gjta, was taken in charge by offi- 
cilals of the Mare Isiand navy yard, where 
it now is rest/ng.

“ What is the remedy?” : 

“It is not to| be found in railing at trusts, 
syndicates, the commercializing of the the- 
ater, etc. The theater cannot hope to escape 
the spirit of organization that characterizes 
ourage. It may have to be better organized, 
but organiztion and direction of some sort 
it must have, It must be admitted, however, 
that the financial motive now directing the 
operations of the American theater is not 
adequate to the protection of that institution. 
Even its true financial interest requires that 
there shall be a steady cultivation of the 


theatrical appetite, a steady growth of the - 


theatergoing habit. But the now dominant 
motive requires immediate returns. It can- 
not wait the slow growth of years, nor fer- 
tifize the soil for future crops. It must 
declare dividends now, no matter what the 
results, financial, moral, esthetic, to the 
drama or the theater, and so permanent in- 
terests are neglected for immediate returns. 
“ Where shall the theater find a motive 
strong enough to protect its best interests? 
“My answer to this question is the excuse 
for writing this article. I believe it exists, 
or may be developed, in the hearts of play- 
goers. There are plenty of serious minded 
men and women in every community who 


love the better things in the drama and who ° 


would be glad of an opportunity to work for 
its advancement. Not a week passes but 
some one asks me when we are to have the 
next good drama, and when I am unable to 
promise one there is visible disappointment. 
I believe it would be possible for such people 
to form an organization that would in time be 
able, if not to dictate terme, at least to 
seriously modify the plans of producing 

managers. 3 
“I propose, therefore, the formation in 
every town of a ‘“‘theatergoers’ league,” 
which should be composed of patrons of the 
theater who have regard for the better forms 
of dramatic and musical entertainment. Its 
object would be to give expression to the 
demand, now latent and inarticulate, for bet- 
ances. Its meth- 


would have its committee on selection, which 
would look over the theatrical offerings for 
the year and agree on the attractions it would 
recommend for patronage. The committee 
could confer with theater managers and in- 
dicate in advance the offerings that would 
meet the approval of the league. The guar- 
anteeing of an audience would have a finan- 
cial value to the theater manager, which 
might be recognized in a concession in prices 
to the league, but the main object would be 
the securing of good attractions and the ex- 
ercising of a selective influence on theatrical 
offerings. 

“* What we buy we create,’ The maxim of 
the Consumers’ league, which has exercised 
go strong an influence in driving out sweat 
shop goods, applies with equal force in the- 
atricals. We buy the inane, the vulgar, the 
trashy, not because we choose to, but because 
it is thrust on our attention and we weakly 
yield to the craving for some kind of ex- 
citing diversion. Not having an organ 
through which to think or choose, we suc- 
cumb along the line of least resistance. The 
theatergoers’ league would give us an organ 
through which our wants might become con- 
scious and our wills become effective. It 
would help us to form a better taste than 
we have now, for the food it would provide 
would stimulate the appetite for better and 
better quality. The effect of such a demand 
on the purveyor of dramatic wares is obvious. 
It would compel him to supply its needs or 


give way to some more competént producer. — 


“As a theater manager, I think the pro- 
posal is entirely practicable: I am sure that 
if such a league in my town would agree to 
patronize certain attractions I would do 
ev in my power to secure them, and 
so would every other local manager. I kndéw 
of nothing in which so little social effort 
would yield such ‘immense social benefits. 
The amount of social spirit required to oper- 
ate euch a scheme as thigis trifling compared 
with the amount that would be wasted if 
turned toward futile attempts at endowed 
theaters and the like. The way to get better 
productions is to create a demand for them. 
Complaint, criticism, denunciation, is worse 
than useless. What we need ig a constructive 
scheme that wii encourage the productions 
of better dramatic goods by creating a mar- 
ket for them, The theatergoers’ league 
would do this. J. E. WinLtams.”

With Its Wicked Waltz. 


By Franklin Fyles. 


New York—[Special Correspondence. ]—De- 
scriptively and not critically I will tell you 
about the really salient things in the operet- 
ta of * The Merry Widow,” the tragedy of 
‘ Sappho and Phaon,’’ the musical comedy of 
“The Hoyden,” and the extravaganza of 
“The Top o’ the World,” which are note- 
worthy stage productions within a week 
in this town. 

The oddest thing in ‘“ The Merry Widow” 

is a sentimentally dramatic waltz. The widow 
is not as merry as she pretends to be. She 
is a Transylvanian million-heiress, and she 
goes to Paris for fun, but gets serious with 
the estrangement of her sweetheart. There 
is no need to tell the story of this lovers’ quar- 
rel, buti only to note that, at its worst, the 
man vows he'll never say “‘I love you” to 
her, and she vows he shall. That is thefond 
feud between them when, at a ball given by 
her, they are coupled asdancers. She is bent 
on enchanting him, while he is determined 
to resist her allurement. At first they whirl 
and stamp in a Hungarian sort of mazourka; 
but soon they waltz to the tune that is most 
effectual in all the Franz Lehar music that 
has been the making of ‘* The Merry Widow ” 
in Europe. 
* The love affair, mind you, is not a trivial 
ity of sormg and dance, but one of acute heart- 
aches, and in the waltz the real lovers and 
pretended haters enact a deeply emotional 
scene. The music is a sensuous, circling mel- 
ody, and todt the Widow Sonia and the Prince 
Danilo simultaneously talk like high tragedy 
and dance like low comedy. The pure mind- 
ed young woman becomes a siren of volup- 
tuous deviltry to make the distracted man 
say ‘I love you.” 

So the audience gets an exposition of a 
soulful passion along with a wonderful show 
of physical attack by a woman‘and resistance 
by a man. I don’t advise any one to read 
Shakspeare’s “ Venus and Adonis,” but feel 
bound to say that it expresses the feeling of 
that conversational waltz by the widow and 
the prince. The ingenuity of their gyratory 
embracings, and the grace of their passion- 
ate pantomime, would be offensive if they 
were not beautiful, and if they did not look 
as if inspired by the melodic waltz which, 
having been danced to at all the summer 
hotels in the land, will have a winter of pros- 
perity in our ballrooms.

The Italian Grand Opera company of New 
York is expected to leave New York tomor- 
row or Tuesday, arriving in Chicago by 4 
special train to open Chicago’s only opera 
season of the year on Nov. 4, at.the Inter- 
national theater. The season will last fifteen 
weeks and the prices will be popular. 

Some sixty or seventy members of the com- 
pany have been rehearsing in New York for 
several weeks, and were joined last week by 
forty newcomers from Italy, brought by 
Gaetano Merola, musical director of the com- 
pany. Most prominent of the new arrivals 
is Torre, one of the tenors of La Scala opera 
house, Milan.

political purposes, but on peeping through a 
keyhole he sees—and describes to the audi- 
ence—some mutually sincere endearments. 

“ She's letting him kiss her dreadfully—O, 
yes, awfully,”’ the husband exclaima. 

The last of the three acts represents a hila- 
rious night at Maxim's notorious Paris resort 
for rakish eaters, drinkers, and dancers. 
Candid tourists return from the French city 
with word that Maxim’s doesn’t deserve its 
reputation for frenzied and ornate gayety; 
the older men say it is not lese sordid and 
sodden a place of iniquity than Harry Hill's 
once famous hall used to be here in New 
York, butin “‘ The Merry Widow ”’ it is repre- 
sented resplendently with an all night orgie 
in full swing. The excuse for this showing of 
Parisian depravity is that the merry widow 
goes there to grab out her beloved prince from 
the sirens whom he Las resorted to for solace 
in his lovelorn despair. Here a skirt tossing, 
lingerie whirling, heele over head grisette 
leads in such a@ vicious saturnalia as I have 
never before seen beautified on the atage, 
which is the same as to say that '‘ The Merry 
Widow ” is exquisite in theatrical handicraft 
and at the same time wicked.

The dignity of the drama is upheld against 
all of the frivolity by the tragedy of “‘ Sappho 
and Phaon,”’ anditisheldaway up. One can- 
not approach an undertaking of this com- 
mendable intent and good accomplishment 
without a feeling of gratitude and respect. 
Percy Mackaye is the only contemporary 
American whose verse tragedies reach the 
stage. , ‘ 

Mackaye has undertaken to adhere to the 
form of Greek tragedy, telling his story, far 
instance, in one scene for his three acts and 
arranging his incidents to proceed from the 
afternoon of one day through a starry night 
to the gray, bleak dawn of the next. The 
place is on that Leucadian promontory fa- 
mous through twenty-five centuries as the 
height from which Sappho flung herself to 
death in the Aegean sea. 

The picture is beautiful. But the drama 
lacks that simplicity of theme and diction 
which is the most salient quality of the writ- 
ers whom the earnest young American strives 
to emulate. He shows the Greek poetess’ 
first view of Phaon, bere presented as a slave, 
and her immediate passion for him; proceeds 
swiftly with his capitulation to her: thence 
passes to his accidental killing of his child, 
resulting in his reunion with its grief stricken 
mother, and his desertion of Sappho; and 
concludes with her leap into the sea. 

This simple, if hardly exalted, tale ts com- 
plicated with @ mesh of Irrelevant and com- 
monplace detail and obscured by ponderous 
verse, The words are a dead weight that drag 
down an admired actress from a high place 
which she has mounted to. It would be diffi- 
cult to engage a company competent by train- 
ing to act this tragedy in the exalted manner 
necessary to liftit from commonplace. It re- 
quires variety and simplicity of elocution and 
the power to create and maintain a demeanor 
of aloofness. Bertha Kalich has none of these 
qualities in the extreme degree here required 
of her, nor do any of her associates indicate 
the possession of them. 

Mrs. Kalich is a lovely figure as she 
emerges, wreathed in ropes of violets, be- 
tween two massive Doric pillars rising amidst 
the tangled branches of olive trees against 
the deep biue sky and deeper blue expanse of 
the Aigean sea, which lashes against the 
shore threughout the play. Sappho is a 
beautiful sight as embodied by Mrs. Kalich. 
Mr. Mackaye gives to her as her first words 
these lines that have come down through 
the ages from hertous. Alcaeus, gazing at 
her weaving the violets into a chain, says to 
her, in the words of his ode still partially

in the words of her 


Hadat thou had desire of aught good or fair, 
Shame would not have thine eyes, 
But thou wouldst have spoken thereof openly. 
It would be impossible, without having read 
Mr. Mackeye’s play, to speak of it with com- 
plete authority. It is difficult to separate 
the shortcomings of the actor and of the 
dramatist in a play with which one is not 
familiar. It is surely the former’s fault that 
much they said could not be understood, 
Yet, how can we be sure, under such circum- 
stances, that what they had to say was worth 
the saying? They seid it im heavy bienk 


verse, made weightier by almost uninter 
rupted adherence to the ten syllable line, 
and rarely illumined by a gleam of imagina- 
tive idea. Indeed, I venture to say that in 
the best of the romantic dramas of far less 
pretentious claims one may find as much of 
“literature” as in this massive compositiog 
by Mackaye, 
. 

The new musical comedy is ‘“ The Hoye 
jen,’ and it might as well be named “ Elsie 
Janis,”’ as Elsie is all the souljef it and much 
of the body. Elsie, as you know, is a mimic 
next below Cecilia Loftus in ability to imi- 
tate other players’ mannerisms. She began 
under 16, and the Gerry society kept her out 
of New York till she was of legal stage age. 
Then she broke forth with startling por- 
traitures of Sam Bernard, Eddie Foy, George 
Cohan, Richard Carle, Fay Templeton, Ethel 
Barrymore, and Anna Held. She is still un- 
der 20 in years and under 10 in behavior. 

In theaters of the top grade flowers are 
not permitted to be passed over the footlights, 
but an exception was made on the operfing 
night of “ The Hoyden,’’ and §500 worth of 
posies, at an inexpert estimate, were handed 
over to Elsie. Who paid for them? How do 
I know? But I can inform you that she re- 
ceived them with childish glee, running to 
and fro at the stage’s edge to reach them, 
clapping her hands, pattering her feet, and 
making joyful ejaculations. The audience's 
spirits rose with hers, and the floral part of 
the performance went well. But Elsie is & 
big girl now, and I wonder how much longer 
it will be before her juvenile exuberance will « 
be regarded as adult assurance. 

However, Elsie Japis seems to have dis 
cerned the need that she shall become an 
actress. In this musical play, transferred 
for her from the French, she is the tomboy 
sister of an English girl in betrothal trouble, 
and goes adventurously to wicked Dieppe 
to save her from sorrow. It isa curious tr@th 
that the best mimics of good actors are apt 
to be bad actors. Cecilia Loftus is worth 
$800 to $1,000 a week in vaudeville and not 
half as much ih drama. Elsie maintains her 


amusing value by having her mimicry put © 


into a comedy, in which she sings and dances 
also, and she freshens her masculine delin- 
eations; by wearing a boy’s jaunty suit for 
them and making new selections of passages 
to speak,

The ingenuity of some of the devices for 
extravaganza foolery is shown in a new 
double sextet that excited such an uproar 
on the first night of ** The Top of the World 
as nothing of the sort had since the pretty 
maidens and gentle strangers of “ Floro- 
dora”’ started the fad of six strolling and 
singing couples. But it was not the feminine 
halves of the half dozen pairs that made 
the ado, though they were dainty little 
sprites and graceful in theirglee. They were 
childishly dressed kiddies who sang a lively 
juvenile ‘ditty and carried large hoops 
throngh which they jumped nimbly In their 
dance.

These new fascinators 
blinked, if they didn’t wink, at the front 
row of rounders, too. They were six collies, 
as lovely as dogs could be, with huge bows 
on their collars and pd¢nting, a 
that suggested show girls’ m dental 
smiles. They lined up in front, each close 
to his dancing partner, and the girls kicked; 
over their heads and frisked about them. 
Then, with an accord that would be cred- 
itable to the best rehearsed ballet, the six 
dogs lay down so that the girls might dance 
a new figure among them, like a Scotch 
sword reel. 

It was the absence of visible direction for 
their movement that gave especial charm 
to the collies. Only once did one anticipate a 
cue, so impatient was he to sit up with paws 
extended, When the audience insisted on ag 
encore the dogs took it running from one 
side of the stage to the other, making high 
leaps through the hoops held by their part- 
ners.

This song was one of the oddities {n the 
extravaganza, written by Mark E. Swan in 
frank imitation of ‘“‘ The Babes In Toyland ” 
and * The Wizard of Oz,’’ and it has come 
to the same New York theater that enjoyed 
its greatest prosperity with those infantile 
plays.

POLITICIANS AND PRIMARIES,’ 

The senate now appears in the agree- 
able role of a popular house. The sena- 
tors are not to be outdone by the repre- 
sentatives in enacting primary legislation 
distasteful to themselves. 

While we solemnly rejoice over the 
beneficent measure which is about to be 
come a law and restore to the people the 
control of their primaries, we confess we 

“are not blind to the ridiculous. The sup- 


porters of the direct primary bill in the 


last analysis included not only its friends 
but those of its enemies who were covert- 
ly opposed to & from the first or openly 
fought it until it was necessary to vote 
pro or ¢on. 

While we do not agree with the mayor 
in the matter of primaries, we admire his 
candor. Of all those who were gathered 
in conference on Friday he was the oniy 
one who had the courage of his convic- 
tions and was prepared to advocate what 
he believed. This is all the more striking 
because he is one of the comparatively 
few leaders in Chicago whose position in 
his district is as secure under a direct pri- 
mary as under the convention system. 

The whole fight has produced three 
gratifying results. It has secured direct 
primaries; it has demonstrated the powor 
of public opinion, and it has distinguished 
between the politicians who are not afraid 
to speak out in open meeting and thore 
whose actions do not jibe with their pro- 
fessions.

So far as is known 
there is nothing beyond the mere matter 
of Mr. Key’s residence ito associate thé 
house with grateful and patriotic memo- 
ries. Certainly “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” was not written in the house, and 
its other and genuine claims are hardly 
convincing. If it ig the purpose to pre 
serve for special distinction every spot 
where a great or distinguished man has 
resided we shall soon have a curious col- 
lection of “ historie places.” It would 
seem, with due allowance for the ravages 
of time, that “dirthplaces”! and “ home- 
steads” and! spors “where formerly 
lived,” ete., must much sooner than later 
yield to decay and vanish from the earth.

TEACHING FUNDAMENTALS. 

The proposed investigation by the board 
of education of the methods and results 
of teaching writing, spelling, and arith- 
metic in the elementary schools is one 
which will commend itself to the average 
citizen. The belief is expressed that there 
has been in recent years a distinct de- 
terioration in the instruction in these 
fundamentals of education. This belief is 
‘strengthened by the complaints of heads of 
business colleges, preparatory schools, and 
business firme that the children in the 
eighth grade cannot write well or spell 
and that they are notably deficient ‘no 
ability to do simple arithmetical examples. 

There is some reason for thinking, too, 
that the pupils of the high school may 
justly have the same charge made against 
them. College teachers of required Dng- 
lish composition are outspoken in their 
complaints of inadequate preparation in 
the use of the common language of the 
country. The college student who begins 
his four years of advanced training with 


ability to write a clear, legible hand, to 


spell accurately, and to undertake work In 
higher algebra or analytics is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. Im the case of 
mathematics the backwardness may be 
due to dislike of the swhject, and there Is 
abundant opportunity for culture in other 
lines. But lack of ability to write and 
spell is a handicap throughout the course. 

One reason for the complaints against 
the penmanship may be found in the con- 
test of different methods of writing for 
the favor of teachers. The Bbility to write 
well comes from continued practice. Such 
“being the case, the style of copy is the de- 
termining factor to a large degree. The 
gaining of skill in making fancy flourishes 
and fashioning birds and flowers with the 
pen often carries with it the ability to 
write a clear hand for ordinary purposes. 
The opposite of this is a lack of atten- 
tion to the fine points of penmanship 
which makes the writing slovenly and not 
easily read. Somewhere between these 
two extremes is to be found a style of 
handwriting which is clear and distinct, 
which does not tire the eye, and which 


permits some indication of individuality.. 


An examination of a specimen of the com- 
position of the average school boy or girl 
in the modern public schools is hardly 
likely to show such a handwriting. 

In the case of spelling the complaints 
are more general than those against writ- 
ing. Some effect has been produced by 


: the decadence of interest in the classics, 


' knowledge of whose root forms makes 
spelling easy for the cultured teacher. 
Some influence has been exerted by the

on a written prescription of a physician 
or licensed druggist, the prescription to 
' be filed with the name of the buyer upon 
it. For violation of the provisions of the 
ordinance a fine of $50 to $200 is the pen- 
alty. The state law on the subject is 
practically in the same language. 

Attempts to check the sale of this harm- 
ful drug have shown the inadequacy of 
the laws. The wrecks who come to the 
attention of local justices and the bride- 
well officials almost daily are pitiable ex- 
amples of what may result from regular 
use of cocaine. “The ruin of mind and 
body goes on here and elsewhere because 
of insufficient law, | 

The new measure which has passed the 
house of representatives and now awaits 
action of the senate makes it possible to 
send dealers to prison who persist in sell- 
ing the drug. The fines provided are 
much increased. If the druggist who 
helps to wreck body and soul of unfortu- 
nate patrons knows that a fine of $1,000 
awaits him when convicted of this crime 
against society, with the possible addition 
of a year’s imprisonment in the county 
jail, he will be much less inclined to treat 
the lew lightly. A sentence which for- 
bids the selling of| cocaine in any form to 
a person addicted ‘to its use helps to 
strengthen the new measure. There 
should be no delay on the part of the sen- 
ate in adding ite approval to this needed 
law.

Tt is not generally known is Labouchere 
of London Truth isa connection of the Bar- 
ings. At the end of.the eighteenth century 
Pierre Cesar. de Labouchere, member of a 
noble Huguenot family which had emigrated 
to Holland, was a partner in the great house 
of Hope at Ameterdam. The firm moved to 
London during the revolutionary wars, and 
there Pierre married in 1706 a daughter of Sir 
Francis Baring, who bore him two sons— 
namely: the late Lord Taunton and John, 
the father of Henry Labouchere. In 1801 
Napoleon ordered his Minister Fouché to 
sound England with a view to peace, and ac- 
cordingly Fouché invoked the services of 
Pierre de Labouchere (he is styled thus by 
Thiers in his monumental work, “ History. of 
the Consulate and the Empire’’). Labou- 
chere, who wae at the time in France, came 
to London, where through his brother-in-law, 
Waring, he entered into unofficial intercourse 


with Lord Wellesley. Not came of the 
negotiation.

Labouchere, béatdee having figured as 
an Irish patriot, as a diplomat, as a member 
of a traveling circus, as a Mexican revolu- 
tionist, a8 a Chippewa Indian, as claimant 
to a peerage, as member of parliament, as 
war correspondent for the London Daily 
News in France during the conflict between 
that country and Germany in 1870, as the 
most successful of pioneers of so-called ‘* so- 
olety journatism,’’ and as exploder of thou- 
sands of shams and swindles, was once an 
aspirant for cabinet honors and for mem- 
bership of the privy council, which would 
have invested him with the privilege of pre- 
fixing the words ‘‘ Right Honorable ”’ to his 
name. It was\.when Gladstone formed his 
last administration. Labouchere had con- 
tributed in no small measure'to bring about 
the tory defeat and considered himself enti- 
tled to a portfolio in the cabinet. Gladstone 
found that Queen Victoria would not hear of 
Labouchere as one of her constitutional ad- 
visers. Accordingly, to save Labouchere’s 
face, he publicly summoned him to his resi- 
dence in Carlton House terrace, privately 
explained to him why he could not offer him 
office, and sent him away with the intima- 
tion that it would be well for the public to 
obtain the impression that he, Mr. 
stone, had offered him a seat in the adminis- 
tration, but that he, Labouchere, had de- 
clined it, wishing to retain the freedom of 
speech and of pen which he enjoyed as an 
editor and free lance of parliament, of which 
he would be entirely deprived as an offce- 
holéer. For once in his life Labouclhere 
acted foolishly and instead of appreciating 
the thoughtful kindness of the grand old man 
and of allowing an impression to prevail 
which was in every way calculated to in- 
crease his prestige and popularity, he went 
and published the actual purport of Glad- 
stone’s confidential conversation and made 
it the subject of a bitter grievance against 
the crown.

“A SERMON FOR TODAY. 


OPP ALP A 
THE PASSING AND PERMANENT. 
; BY HENRY F. COPE. 


** Prove all things: hold fast that which is agai 
I. Theas., v., 21. 

HEN the walls are being rebuilt it 
is basy to imagine that the founda- 
tions are being destroyed. Old 
creeds pass away, but truth re- 


mains; if they were true in their’ 


day they do but give place to the larger truth 
of the new day. We need to distinguish be- 
tween the turmoil attendant to the process 
of building and the beauty of the new temple 
that arises. 

The old folks hear the new truths and ask 
where are the foundations gone? The young 
hear the discussion between the old and the 
new and ask, is there anything settled, any 
worth believing? What are the permanent 
elements in religion on which the life may 
build while the things that are but temporary 
are adjusting themselves? 

It would be the height of folly to assert 
that there is no change. Some say that 
we must believe precisely the same things 
as our fathers believed. To do so would be 
to be false to our fathers, for they refused 
to accept the traditions of their elders, The 
landmarks we leave behind once were far 
in front of the seekers after truth. 

Truth is eyer changing; our vision is ever 
enlarging. The road remains, but the trav- 
eler moves on. With the living every day 
has some new light. Creeds are crystallized 
statements of truth; truth is vital and can- 
not be contained in unchanging forms. Cre- 
dulity blindly accepts yesterday’s picture 
of truth; faith, with open eyes, seekstoday’s 
truth itself. 

Skepticism is much less sinful than credu- 
lity. The sloth of the man who will not 
examine things, will not prove them, who 
prefers to buy his garments of truth ready 
made, results in what is worse than unbe- 
lief, and that is blind belief in the false. It 
is a religious duty to question every teaching, 
to prove all things. 

How may we find those things that are 
certain? How may we discover the truth 
for our day, the truth upon which we may 
build? Surely there dre some things fixed 
and certain, there is somewhere pole star and 
compass. How may we find that truth 
which belongs to our day and in which we 
may have the confidence that our fathers had 
in their truth? 

The test of the vital truths is a practical 
one. Only those truths are vital which con- 
cern the present business of living in all its 
wide sweep. It is a matter of indifference 
what we may think of the color of angels’ 
hair or the number of strifigs to their harps; 
it is a vastly different matter what we may 
believe as to moral obligations, human 
rights, and duties. 

The test of creed is an ethicalone. What 
things work out best in living, what are the 
ideals, doctrines, beliefs that make the 
noblest characters and the most useful citi- 
zens, the best sons, and daughters, and 
parents, and neighbors? What are the 
things that help me most in my life, the 
things that give me moral stimulus and 
bracing, the things that lead me to covet 
the best? 

The way to find the truth is to do the truth; 
only the truth that we can do is worth dis- 
cussing. If you will give yourself to the 
business of living the truth you have you 
goon will have the living truth for this new 
day. 

Too many people are holding up as saving 
doctrines matters of philosophy and specu- 
lation, matters of childish curiosity, because 
it is easier to hold these things theoretically 
than to hold Uving truth practically. The 
truths that save men are the ones that 
change their characters; the great author- 
ized and divine translation of the bible is its 
translation into present day lofty living. 

Build your life on the belief in goodness, in 
etcrnal, infinite goodness as the order of the 
universe, on the superiority of love to hatred, 
on the final victory of love and goodness, on 
the ideal of this great human family of ours 
that shall come to itve in unity and brotherli- 
ness, and so fulfill the will of fhe infinite 
father of all. These things work well.

of the Atlantic in connection’ with the 

succession to the crown of the dual 
empire of Austro-Hungary. I* is. pretty 
generally understood that if Archduke Fer- 
dinand follows his venerable uncle, Emperor 
Francis Joseph, on the throne, it is by virtue 
of the pragmatic sanction. But just what 
the pragmatic sanction is, what it means, 
and how it came into existence few people 
know. 

There are some even, like the Hungarian 
grand old man, the late Louis 
leader pt the rebellion of 1849, who always 
insisted that the pragmatic sanction Was a 
myth, that it did not actually exist, that no 
copy of it could be found among the national 
archives of Hungary, and that if any doc- 


| yment of the kind were ever discovered it 


would probably turn out to be a forgery, 
basing his asertions upon an alleged pro- 
nouncement to that effect by ‘the historian 
Hormayr. Questioned about the matter in 
parliament at Budapest, the Hungarian min- 
isters were forced to admit that they had 
entirely failed to discover what had become 
of the original copy of the pragmatic sanc- 
tion, since the search that had been made 
for it among the national archives of Hun- 
gary had been fruitless, and that, so far as 
they were aware, no trace could be found 
of it at Vienne. 


> 

It may, however, safely be taken for 
granted that the original document is among 
the family! archives of the house of Haps- 
burg at Vienna, although no official pro- 
nouncement upon the subject has ever been 
made. It is a pity that the crown, or the 
chancellor of the empire, should have re- 
frained from publicly admitting this. For 
there is no doubt that today a large portion 
of the Hungarian people give credence to 
old Kossuth’s assertion, are firmly con- 
vineed thereby that the pragmatic sanction 
does not exist, and that the rights of the 
house of Hapsburg to the throne of Hun- 
gary are based on something that is akin to 
fraud, 

Of course this is ridiculous. For the prag- 
matic ganction, governing the succession to 
the crowns of Austria and Hungary today, 
is an imperial decree issued by Charles VI. 
in 1723, signed by that monarch, and to 
which Hungary, Bohemia, the archduchy 
of Austria, and other portions of the Haps- 
burg monarchy gave their adhesion and 
pledged themselves to obey, and which 
afterwards was communicated by the em- 
peror to the various foreign powers of Eu- 
rope, each expressing its approval and good 
will in the matter. To say, therefore, that 
the pragmatic sanction of 1723 ig a myth or 
forgery is preposterous, and it is amazing 
that any people possessed of education and 
intelligence should have attached the slight- 
est importance to such a palpable Lie. 


-_ 

Before proceeding to briefly discuss the 
pragmatic sanction of Emperor Charies VI. 
it may be as well to call attention to the fact 
that there have been a number of other so- 
called pragmatic sanctions. The expression 
seems to have been first uséd to describe cer- 
tain decrees of the Byzantine emperors en- 
acted in public assemblies with the council 
of eminent jurisconsults or pragmaticii, and 
as such distinct from ordinary imperial 
rescripts. 

The expression is manifestly Greek, since 
“pragmata,” stands for “state affairs.” 
Subsequently the use of the term traveled 
westwards, and it was applied to a decree 
of six articles issued by St. Louis, the cru- 
sader king of France, in 1269, restricting the 
authority of the papacy over the Gallic 
church and claiming for the French crown 
the right of appointment to the various 
episcopal sees in the kingdom. 

A little less than 200 years later another 


decree, of much the same character and. 


with the same object in view, was issued in 
council by King Charlee VILL. of France at 
Bourges. The sovereign dukes of Burgundy 
and of Brittany refused to recognize it. 

But it continued in force until the con- 
cordat of Francis L with Leo X., of which, 
indeed, it constituted the basis. 


—~>- 

The next pragmatic sanction of which we 
hear is that of Emperor Charles VI. of Ger- 
many. Having no sons, but only a daugh- 
ter, the Archduchess Maria Theresa, and 
being, moreover, the last of his line, he 
issued a pragmatic decree vesting the suc- 
cession of all the hereditary possessions of 
the house of Austria in his daughter. These 
possessions included the kingdom of Hun- 
gary, the archduchy of Austria, the duchy 
of Silesia, etc.,, but not the dignity of Ger- 
man emperor, which, although it had been 
for hundreds of years vested In the house 
of Hapsburg, was theoretically elective. 
This pragmatic decree first came into ex- 
istence in 1718 as a family statute, after due 
consideration by a council of state sum- 
moned by the emperor for the purpose. 

Afterwards Charlies, acting on the advice of 
his most trusted counselors, determined to 
transform it into a Mndamental law of the 
state, to take the place of the laws of suc- 
cession previousty emacted by Ferdinand II., 
who died in 1687; and of Leopold I., whose 
reign came to a close in 1705. The decree 
of Ferdinand II. transformed all of the pos- 
sessions of the house of Austria into a species 
of fidei commis, on the principle that they 
should go by order of primogeniture to the 
senior heir, im lieu 6f being divided up 
among the various heirs, as had been the 
case until that time. 

Leopold I., in an edict issued shortly be- 
fore his death, confirmed thie edict of his 
predecessor. But neither of these inatru- 
ments contemplated the extinction of the 
male line and the deseent of the lands of 
the house of Hapsburg to one of its women. 
It was this principle, virtually abrogating 
the Salic system of succession until then in 
force, in favor of tne so-called cognate of 
Castile system, that was embodéed in the 
pragmatic decree of 1713. With a view of 
strengthening its force and rendering it more 
binding, Charlee VI. caused it to be accepted 
by the diets, or so-called estates of lower 
Austria and of Bohemia, in 1720, by the 
Hungarian diet in 1722, and by all the other 
diets of his possessions prior to December, 
1724, when it was proclaimed as a funda- 
mental law.

BIG RUN IN NEAR FUTURE. 


Many Cars, Expected to Enter Event 
Set for Nov. 26-28. 


Probably nothing has stirred the local mo- 
tor world so much this year as the proposal 
of the Chicago Automobile club that the 
Chicago Motor club consolidate with the 
veteran organization It was entirely un- 
expected, and while no definite action has 
been taken in the matter, the Motor club 
takes the proposition as a high compliment 
to its activity. 

The olive branch was displayed Thursday 
night at a meeting of the board of directors 
of the Chicago Motor club, when N. H. Van 
Sicklen appeared as an Automobile club 
emissary empowered to propose the merger, 
offering in return to waive the initiation fee 
in the case of Motor club members, to give 
the young organization strong representa- 
tion on the board of directors, and to put 
its active workers on the leading commit- 
tees. The Motor club offictals, however, 
were not ready to take immediate action in 
the matter and decided to submit the propo- 
sition to the members at a special meeting 
to be held Nov. 12. 

The Chicago Automobile club, busy for 
the last two years with building its $150,000 
home in Plymouth court, has not paid much 
attention to the competition side of the game, 
which the Motor olub has, and declares it 
wants to get into the game next season, and 
realizing that the Motor club is made up 
largely of active workers who have reduced 
to a science the work of running off com- 
petitions it is anxious to enroll them under 
its colors. 

On the other hand, there are members of 
the Motor club who are unwilling to lose 
their identity. They say they have worked 
hard for a reputation and they think they 
have won it. They believe there is room in 
Chicago for two organizations and point to 
the old saw, “competition ie the life of 
trade." Others think they see in the pro- 
— merger a chance to bring Chicago to 
the front in the motoring world, so at any 
rate the special meeting is likely to see some 
lively arguments on both sides of the ques- 


tion. 
Iived Up to Its Motto. 

It was a litthe over a year ago that the 
Chicago Motor club was organized with “ Do 
Something” for ita motto. The father of 
the idea was Charles P. Root, chairman of 
the contest committee, who interested Joseph 
F. Gunther, John W. Hayden, Wildam H. 
Arthur, and George G. Greenburg, who ob- 
tained a charter and started the club, which 
now has 140 members. It undertook the 
task of running the local competitions, tak- 
ing up the work where the Chicago Auto- 
mobile Trade association left off. 

Its success was instantaneous. Its relia- 
bility run attracted ninety-five entries, of 
which fifty-five went through a strenuous 
test with perfect scores. Next it held a 
hill elimb at Algonquin, IlL., which was so 
far out of the ordinary as to attract atten- 
tion throughout the country ,because of its 
unique classification scheme and formula for 
figuring winners. It held an economy teat 
to Valparaiso and return, in which twenty- 
four cars started and as many finished. Then 
it promoted the fuel test for the Silent Knight 
trophy, which was run recently. Now it 
has in hand a 600 mile three-day reliability 
test, which will be held Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday of the week the Chicago 
show opens, and which promises to be a na- 
tional affair. 

The echoes of the Silent Knight test have 
not died away. At present there Is a dis- 
pute over the working out of the formula, 
Walden W. Shaw claiming that according 
to the figuring done by an Armour insti- 
tute professor his Berliet car should have 
been returned the winner instead of the 
Pierce Arrow.

Work on the decorations for the Chicago

In the center of 
each arch will be an oll painting by Maratta.

On either side of the pictures will be staff 
models beautifully worked out. In one of the 
designs a girl is holding a palm leaf. In the 
other is a racing car occupied by two men, the 
strenuosity of the race being shown on the 
faces of both, who huddle over the car and 
stare ahead over the dash at the observer. 
Below are smaller figures, also modeled ‘In 
staff, and a frieze along the top of the booth 
will set off in uniform gold letters the name 
of the exhibiter.

Alth6ugh Packey McFarland defeated, Abe 
Goodman ini their ten round contest at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., on Wednesday nighé, the point 
decision did not please him, as he entered 
into the fray determined to win with a knock- 
out. @ 

Not necessarily because he thought it might 
raise him in the estimation of his friends and 
the followers of the game, but he craved for 


the honor of being the first fighter to score 4 


victory over the hardy Bostonian by the 
knockout route. Goodman has been in, the 
game since 1899, during which he néver hes 
been compelled to take the count of ten. 

The pair met at Davenport on April 16 and 
went through fifteen slashing rounds, at the 
end of which the referee declared Packey the 
winner. Abe had been fighting some of the 
best men of his weight in’ the country, and 
as McFarland, practically, was a beginner, 
he did not take him seriously, thinking he 
would be easy picking. With that uppermost 
in his mind he did not train as diligently nor 
as faithfuly as te bad ior men whom he 
considered of greater class than the local boy, 
but he flouna the Citicagoan well posted on all 
the wrinkles of the game.

rounds, and when the match was clinched 
he left no stone unturned to get himself in 
the pink of condition.

He beat Goodman, the 
first time, on April 16, Maurice Sayers on 
May 10, Charley Neary on July 28, Benny 
Yanger on Aug. 20, and Joe Galligan, the sec- 
ond time this year, on Oct. 16, His next fight 
will be with “ Kid’’ Herman at Davenport 
on Nov..21. The bout will be fifteen rounds 
at 133 pounds, weigh in at 6 o'clock, the fight- 
ers getting 60 per cent of the gross receipts.

The forty-five round fight slated to take 
place at Jim Coffroth’s arena on the coast 
Friday night between Jack Johnson, aspirant 
for the Heavyweight championship, and Jim 
Flynn is not setting the pugilistic world 
afire, because Flynn js considered a “ set up "’ 
for the big colored fellow. The result seems 
a foregone conclusion, and the only interest 
taken in it is how long it will take Johnson 
to dispose of his man. 

Burns stopped Flynn in fifteen roqunds, and 
Jack will have to,make quicker work of him 
to stir up enough interest in his prospective 
match with Tommy Burns. That will be 
Johnson’s first fight in San Francisco since 
March 28, 1905, when he lost a twenty round 
decision to Marvin Hart. That affair, both 


from a fight and a financial standpoint, was } 


a failure, and Friday night's event is far from 
being an attraction. The most interesting 
thing in connection with it is the scrap be- 
tween Managers Sam Fitzpatrick ahd Zeke 
Abrams. The first named has had Jack under 
his managerial wing for quite a while. and 
tripped it with the big black from New 
York. Abrams looked after Johnson when 
he fought Hart, and, so it is reported has a 
contract to manage Jack in all of his coast 
fights. Zeke does not need the money but 
he is a stickler for his rights and will fight 
for a piece of Johnson's earnings.

On Johnson's victory hinges a battle be- 
tween him and Tommy Burns. The latter 
sailed for England on Thursday to fight 
“ Gunner’ Moir and before sailing said he 
would fight Jack upon his return, provided, 
of course, a purse worth going after is of- 
fered. Burns does not take the big black 
seriously and believes he can beat him as 
easily ashe did other heavies. Nothing much 
is known, in this country, of Moir’s fistic 
qualifications, but his countrymen believe 
he is all wool and a yard wide. The London 
Sporting club, under whose auspices the men 
will fight, has guaranteed a $5,000 purse, 
$4,000 of which is to goto the winner. The 
articles also demana a side bet of $2,500, so 
the winner will clean up nicely. Tommy is 
to receive $1,000 expense money, so a vic- 
tory will net him quite a bunch of money. — 

The Burns-Moir fight will be the first in- 
‘ternational heavyweight champtonship bat- 
tle ever fought in England under the Marquis 
of Queensberry rules, and the first battle 
between big champions that has taken place 
in England since 1868, when John C. Heenan 
and Torh King fought their memorable bat- 
.tle under London prize ring ruies. John 
L. Sullivan went abroad to fight Charley 
Mitchell, but that match was decided at 
Chantilly, France. Jim Corbett, as cham- 
pion, and Jim Jeffries, also as champion, 
went to England, but neither of them en- 
gaged in battle while there. Should Burns 
defeat the “gunner” he will have a stout 
claim on the heavyweight championship of 
the world. He won the American champion- 
ship by defeating Marvin Hart and the Aus- 
tralian heavyweight title on Independence 
day when he beat Bill Squires in one round,

Immigrant Children Become Slaves to Filial Love; - 


Giving Lives to Rescue Families from Oppression. | 
By Elias Tobenkin. : 


‘UNDREDS © immigrant boys and 

girls who have barely. passed the 

“14 year ol@” limit are employed in 

shops and factories in the foreign dis- 

tricts of Chicago. Most of them work 

beside their fathers and help earn the money 

with which to bring the rest of the family 

from the ol@ world. In fact, the only reason 

for their’ working is to aseist their fathers 

in earning the amount necessary to pay for 

the passage of those members of their fami- 
Liew who remained behind in Europe. 

None of these children can speak a word 
of Dnglish. The great majority of them:will 
never be able to epeak and use the language 
correctly, hecause they have no opportunity 
to learn it, as the language spoken in the 
shops where they work is that of thefr native 
country. In the case of a great many of these 
children the work in the shop will inevitably 
result in wasted lives and early graves, as 
they are physically unfit for the work they 
are doing.

Should Be in Hospitals. 

A few of them neeé@ asanitarium more than 
a shop end a great many others need a play- 
ground, plenty of food, and air until such a 
time as their impaired constitutions will be 
put In shape for amy physical or mental task 
whatever.

Girl Falls as Worker. 


A pathetic case is that of an immigrant liv- 
ing on the top floor of a four story tenement 
house on Fourteenth street. The father who 
applied for a permit for his 14 year old girl 
to go to work was informed by the authori- 
ties in charge that the child needs medical 
attendance greater than a sweatshop, and 
was immediately sent to a physician. 

When found at. his home the old man, who 
had fust returned from work, was hopping 
about his daughter, who looked like a sickly 
child of 12 or 18. Her face was of the color 
of saffron. Her arms were dried up. Only 
her eyes were sparkling as she was glancing 
nervously now at her father, now at the vis- 
itor. Occasionally, too, a faint smile ap- 
peared on her face as if wondering what all 
the fuss was about. 

“T brought my child here,” the father ex- 
plained, “ because I desire to get my family 


+ over here as speedily as possible. With my 


own earnings I will never be able to d it. 
The times when immigrants used to make 
money in this country is gone. I make about 
$11 a week in the busy season in the tallor- 
ing industry. But seasons don't last long, and 
then I am compelled either to look for other 
work or else work for about $5 4 week.

Rassian Fear Broke Health. 


* Hundreds of men in my position bring 
over their older children one’by one. Then 
they all work together until they have enough 
money saved to bring the rest of the family. 
I brought my girl here. When I left her in 
Russia a year and a half ago she was 4 
healthy looking child. But the constant fear 
in which one lives there told on her health. 
Still I did not expect to find her so run down. 
I expected some help from her. She could 
earn $4 a week Bs a finisher.’

Fathers Not Really Cruel. 


“ We are not brutal with our children,” one 
of the fathers interviewed explained. ‘“' No 
one is pained more than the father when he 
has to send his sickly child to the shop, but 
we are compelled to doit. Weare forced to 
it both by the small earnings here and the 
terrible state of affairs which many of us 
eft behind in Russia. 

** Thousands of refugees from massacres 
or districts where massacres are likely to 
occur at any moment would do almost any- 
thing to get their families over here.

be worked out. Some are done entirely ith plain burnt 
work and shaded, geometrical patterns. being employed 
and fine points only made use of. Others merely have 
the outline burnt in, the design being filled in with 
stains. Others show a tracery of pierced work, which 
is highly decorative and uncommon. For brighter colors 
paint the wooden buttons.with water colors, \first pre- 
paring the surface with two even coats of Chinese 
white. Velvet buttons of good size are geen on out- 
door garments and evening wraps. These sometimes are 
painted, but miniature subjects are difficult to execute. 

Among the dress embroideries precedence must be 
given to the filet brodé, of which some dressmakers 
ere making such fascinating uae. The work by no 
means is beyond the scope of amateur fingers. and any- 
one anxious to undertake ic needs only to bring to the 


-tazsk a certain amount. of skill and inventiveness to in- 


sure the most satisfactory results. There are three 
ways of making filet brodé. In the first place, the whole 
of the filet lace, ground work as well as désign, may be 
carried out by the worker herself before the embroidery 
is commenced; in the second, a handmade filot can be 
bought and the design worked upon thie In lace thréad 
and afterwards embroidered with silk or lustriae thread; 
in the third, and simplest, one of the mrany excellent 
imitations of filet lace now to be had may be used as 
background and expeditiously embroidered as lightly 
or aa solidly as fancy dictates. The characteristic of 
much of the filet brodé, where flowers are used, is the 
‘peculiar raised effect given by the petals of the flowers 
literally standing away from the background, after the 
manner of the flowers in point de gaze. They fre in 
no way attacned to the filet except at the base. In this 
atyle of treatment the design should be first drawn. on 
glazed calico, as a lace pattern would be; the filet then 
is tacked down to it and the design worked in silk, 
chenille, or lustrine, For the flower petals a fine wire 
is used and buttonholed over, the petal being then filled 
ir with delicate point de Bruxelles. The flowers are 
carried out in their natural colors with filo floss, the 
leaves and stems‘in chenille. Where bold, handsome 
effects are required, a coarse lustrine thread may be 
substituted. A simpler way of working filet brodé is- 
where the actual pattern of the lace is darned in with 
moses green chenille, making a simple but wonderfully 
effective trimming. 

Frocks for the younger members of society Who are 
not permitted the comfort of a tea gown are expecially 
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attractive just now. One exceptionally pretty dinner 
gown of this season’s model was of white muslin with a 
large pink rose pattern, the material made up over a 
perfectly fitting pink princess silk lining, although sep- 
arate from it so that the slip might be worn with other 
dresses and the dress itself worn over white if desired 
for the sake of variety. The gown was decidedly em- 
pire, made with a square low neck a trifle higher than 
the regulation evening waist. The kimono sleeves were 
caught down under the belt of the draped pink silk rib- 
bon placed up high on the waist. The sleeves were 
bordered with a bias fold of pink silk and fell over a 
puff formed of ruffies of lace. The belt was draped in 
‘black and fastened in a tight rosette, from which long 
ribbon streamers fell almost to the end of the skirt. 
The skirt itself was not so full about the waist ‘and 
hips, but from below tlhe knees there was considerable 
fuliness.

Care of Piano Keys. 


To ‘keep piano keys clean and prevent the 
discoloration of the ivory, dampen a piece of 
muslin with alcohol, and with it ruh the 
keys. The alcohol can do no damage, and if 
frequently applied the keys will stand in 
want of no other treatment, but if they al- 
ready have begun to turn yellow rub them 
with cotton flannel wet with. Cologne water. 
Even old and discolored ivory may pe re- 
juvenated, no matter what the cause of dis- 
cdloration or of how long standing. Anacid 
applied repeatedly will usually restore the 
keys to their original whiteness. Cotton flan- 
nel cloth, wet with a saturated solution of 
oxalic acid and water and laid upon the keys, 
will remove all stains, Care should be taken 
in the use of such a bleacher as this that it 
does not touch anything from which the color 
is not to be, removed, for it does its work

Busy Timesin the Home 


This is one of the housewife’s busiest sea- 
sons. Although she has not to wrestle with 
all. the difficulties of spring cleaning, yet 
there is a’ great deal to be dome to get the 
house in thorough order.for the winter. Car- 
pets need not be taken up, but they must be 
brushed thoroughly. Winter curtains must 
take the place of the summer ones of lace 
and muslin, and these should be washed and 


‘ rough dried before putting them away inthe 


cupboard. 

Some people have them starched ‘and got 
up, with the idea that they are ready when 
wanted, but this is a mistake, as the starch 
destroys the cotton and also loses its stiff- 
ness, 

It ie @ great mistake to hoard rubbish. 
If the curtains are torn or faded the mis- 
tress should decide whether it is possible 
to cut them down into short sash curtaina, 
whether by doubling them they will be suf- 
ficiently thick for dusting sheets, or whether 
it will be best to discard them entirely. 

Nevertheless, various things may be made 
out‘ of a. pair of madras or spotted muslin 
curtains, of which, maybe, the centers are 
good, though the edges and frills are torn.

daughter of John D. Rockefeller reside was built by 
Nathaniel C. Jones, who was familiarly. known to Chi- 
cagoans as Nat Jones. 

. Evidently there is mo superstition in the composi- 
tion pf Harold McCormick or of the daughter of Mr. 
Rockefeller. The bent of their minds is away from 
belief in hoodoos. When Mr, McCormick and hie bride 
moved into the big stone residence on. the Lake Shore 
drive at Bellevue place the neighbors shook their heads 
and mupmured that woe’ would come to the McCor- 
micks. But Mr. McCormick’s Inherited Scotch Presby- 
terflan senee made him laugh at the sinister predic- 
lions and at his neighbors’ superstitious fears. 

He was wot only willing’ to live in the residence 
which had been called the “ House of Woe” but he was 
willing to pay, and did pay, a food round sum: for the 
privilege. He and his family are living there today, 
and. although death. has made its way into the home 
cipelé there are no external signs of the approach of 
black clouds en Mr. McCormick's horison.

Failure Kills Nat?’ Jones. 

The McCormick residence, with one exception, is the 
largest and most striking dwelling on the drive, It 
is of rough‘ gray cyt atone and about it extends the 
handsome iron fence, with its massive gate, which 
was one of the notable exhibits in the Manufactures 
bull@étmge at the, world’s fair and which cost as much, 
perhaps, as many pretentious dwellings. 

‘Twenty years ago “Nat” Jones was one of the 
most prosperous operators on the board of trade. He 
wae worth several millions of dollars. At the height 
of his. prosperity he made up his mind he would live on 
the Lake Shore drive. He said he would build the 
handsomest if not the largest residence in Chicago. 
The residence at the corner of Bellevie place and the 
Lake Shore drive was built. The most expensive fur- 
nishings that money could buy were carted to the 
place from the downtown stores. Trains brought fur- 
niture from the east and ships tbromght rugs and rare 
ornaments and pictures across the. ocean, 

After the house was ready for occupancy Nat Jones 
moved in. That day marked the turning point in his 
career. The house cost him one-third of his year's 
income. When it was completed his troubles began 
and ,before they were over the house repiesented nearly 
all his aseete. Pull Knowledge of Nat Jones’ fall from 
power did not becomé public until the new mansion 
was put on the market for sale. In less than a year 
after placing of the turret stone on the great house 
Wat was ‘financially ruined. Before the end of 
ano year he was dead—dead, declare those who 
knew him, as & result of a heart broken by his trou- 
bles. °

Gen. Totrence Buys Mansion. 


For a long time the Jones mansion was, vacant. 
Finally it was purchased by Gen. Joseph T. Torrence. 
the millionaire steel and iron man. Gen. Torrence was

Coonley and is flow rented for the winter. In this 
beautiful residence a romande of strange interest was 
unwoven shortly after Mrs. Coonley and her four sons 
moved into it. Mrs. Coonley herself was the heroine 
of the romance. She had occupied the new home only 
a few month® when she annexed the name Ward, her 


husband being a great echolar and rarely seen on the 


streeta and never in society. 

While Mrs. Coonley-Ward was constantly in society 
and in the swim of elub life Mr. Ward was perhaps 
less knownathan any resident of the drive, Last year 
Mr. Ward met a tragic end—no less tragic than the 
end which overtook Nat Jones, Mrs. Torrence, Gen, 
Torrence, and Mr. Magoun. He was crpesing a street 
in Buffalo when he was run down and killed. Since 
the death of her husband Mrs, Coonley-Ward has spent 
most of the time traveling, and ie now in Burope. 


Across the street from the Coonley residence is the 
dwelling built by Col. John Mason Loomis, who always 
wore a military cape and was one of the most eccen- 
tric figures known to Chicagoans. A few years ago. 
the builder of this house died, and it is now occupied by 
his widow. The Edward F. Lawrence house is occupied 
by the widow of ite builder. Mr.and Mra Robert T. 
Lincoln still occupy the house they erected at 60 Lake 
Shore drive in the early days of the drive, and, al- 
though tragedy has not come into the home cirele, there 
has been enough of romance to make the story of this 
house worth the telling. Jessie Lincoln not many years 

280 figured in a runaway marriage with a professional 
baseball player named Beckwith, and thie romance came 
to an end a few months ago in a western divorce court.
